The Peeenlo Valley District Bewereg* 
Com rule* too met In Newark Tuesday 
afteruoon and adopted a resolution to 
hoods (or 11,000,000 to begin tbe 
work of constructing tbe trunk sewer 
from Paterson to New York Bay at 
Bayonne, to relieve the Passaic Biter 
from pollution. 

At the same time the estimated cost 
of the work was declared by resolution 
to he 99,000,000. This la the drat stop In 
the fight to prevent further pollution of 
the river and to rasters It to Its former 
eoodttloa and is likewise the “over eet" 

authorities have 
to take Into the courts as 
soon as committed. Tbe pollution be¬ 
gins at Paterson and the polluted water 
Is qalokly carried away from the city by 
the current, consequently the people 
there do not feel that they have the same 
lively Interest In the reduction of the 
nuisance as their neighbors fuitber down 
the stream, and do not want to pay their 
there for the disposal of the sewage. 
Governor Murphy sent a letter to tbe. 
commission, which was read at the 
meeting Tuesday afternoon. Be recited 
the provisions of the act requiring hie 
indorsement of the Attorney-Oenerai'a 
opinion that there was so legal obstacle 
to the work. 


(Street *ai 
Councilman Cbabot of tbe Haps and 
Surveys Committee Introduced au or¬ 
dinance at the Towu Council meeting 
Monday night which provides lor aome 
official Jurisdiction over tbe namlug of 
streets. Under tbe provisions of the 
ordinance, whenever a new street la 
laid out In this town, the proposed 
name of the street must be approved by 
the Town Coucoll before It can be 
recognized as a legal title. 

The object of this ordinance Is to pre¬ 
vent confusion In street natuee from 
of similar titles In different 
parts of the town. Several streets In

Frederick Howinad, a hatter, sod a 
former convict, forty-three years of ege, 
committed suicide at bis home, 099 
B.ooinfield Avenue, late on Saturday 
night. Be put hie wife and bis napbaw, 
Bent? Dterok. who boarded with Mrs. 
Row laud, in fear of tfcelr live* before 
eudlog hie own existence. Be ebaeed 
tbe woman about tbe bouse, aud oulj 
took tbe fatal dose after he thought abe 
bad escaped. 

B >wtasd, who had been wandering 
about tbe country for several weeks, 
took advantage ot hie wife's abeeooe 
from home Saturday night, and effected 
an entrance Into tbe bouse by opeolng a 
bay window. Going to her room be 
Oouoealed himself betdbd a bureau, 
where be remained until Mrs. Rowland 
bad oome la and gone to bed. Then be 
pushed the bureau out and at the same 
time etruek four matches which be bad 
la bid hand, aud held them up In front 
of hie wife,, who Jumped out of bed la 
great alarm. 

Mrs. Rowland screamed, and her cries 
brought her nephew loto the room, 
where he saw her struggling with hsr 
husband. Tbe woman abouted to 
Dlerck to get a polloemau. At this, Row¬ 
land said: 

•• Before I let a detective catch me I 
will swallow poison." As he said It, be 
raised a bottle of carbolic acid to bla 
lips and swallowed a part of tbs con¬ 
tents. 

The pain neemsd to drlvs Rowland al¬ 
most Insane, and as his wife started to 
leave the room, tbe husband followed 
her, with the bottle In his hand. Bbe 
thinks ha Intended to disfigure her by 
throwing the add that remained In the 
bottle. The woman was too quick for 
him, however, and ran down the stairs 
and In and out of the rooms, followed by 
bar husband. Bbe ran up and down the 
stairs tkrea different times. Finally, 
she opened a door leading to the stalks 
and got behind It, while Rowland, moan¬ 
ing In agony, ran ont on tka veranda. 
Uoablt to Hod bla wlfs, ha raturnad to 
tbe bouse sod up the stairs to her room 
where be fell to the flour and died. 

When he went up the stairs for tbe 
fourth time, Mrs. Rowland, 4ho bad re¬ 
mained In biding bebtud tbe door, rush¬ 
ed out of the bouse to tbe home of a 
neighbor, Mrs. Frank Wlssner. Bbe bad 
been there but a few momeote when 
Policeman Durnlng arrived on tbe scene. 
Be found tbe body lying ou tbe floor of 
tbe woman's room:' 

Rowland bad served two terms In 
prison for forgery, but bad been at 
liberty for the last three years He re¬ 
mained away from bis borne until last 
November, when be turned up and beg¬ 
ged bis wife to take him back, which 
tbe woman did, after be bad threatened 
to eud bla life If ebe did not comply. 
*Four weeks ago Uet Saturday ulgbt, 
R >wland went away and his wife beaid 
nothing trout hint until that night. The 
ptllce believe tbat Rowlmd Intended 
not only to end hie owu Ilfs, but those 
hie wife aud nephew also. 

A note wrltteu ou the back of a busl- 
neea card, found ou tbe bureau after 
Rowlands death, read as follows: 

My wife will claim my body and 
Henry Eleick will see that she Is In¬ 
formed, as I do not Know, nor do I want 
to know, where she Is or lives." 

Mrs. Rowland said tbat she had con¬ 
templated bringing a suit for divorce 
from Rowland. “ Now 1 can spend tbe 
money to bury him." 

County PhyeicUn McKenzie viewed 
tbe body and granted a burial certifi¬ 
cate.
